In 1919, five St. Louis girls 
died from burns received in Inde- 
rendence day celebrations, and four 
of these deaths were due to ignition 
of the victim's flimsy summer cloth- 
ing by the hot scores of “‘sparklers.” 

Fire Chief Panzer in a statement 
says “sparklers” present a 
hazard that is too seldom »+recog- 
nized.’’ 

“This plaything,’ he says, 
sparks that in themselves are 
harmful.

SCHOOL TEACHER INJUNCTION

Appointments and Dismissals Must 
be Made According to 

State Law.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 2.—A de- 
cision was handed dawn by the Su- 
preme Court today, affirming an in- 
junction granted in the Cireuit Court 
in St. Louis restraining the Board 
of Education from making any -ap- 
pointments, promotions or removals 
of teachers except as provided by 
law.

The suit was filed Aug. 19. 1921, 
by Samuel H. West, as attorney for 
the Grade Teachers’ Association.
